Roosevelt Message 


With only 10 days of its regular) 
biennial session remaining, the legis- 
lature moved swiftly on its important 
measures Wednesday, the senate pass- 
ing a bill barring from the highways 
all trucks weighing mdre than 18,000 
pounds and the house approving two 
important measures, one providing a 


driver’s license law and the second a 
general wholesale reduction in the sal- 
aries of state officials and employes. 

The motor vehicle measure was ap- 
proved by the senate by a vote of 44 
to 4, after a long debate. The vote 
was reached after the senate rapidly 
disposed of a flood of amendments 
and substitutes which were offered 
and read on Tuesday. 

Prompt action on Governor Tal-| 
madge’s cotton holiday proposal was 
seen when two holiday bills introduc- | 
ed in the senate were approved by | 
committees several hours after they | 
were read for the first time. The sen- 
ate called up for passage the power 
of sale bill known as the moratorium 
bill, but adjourned for the day with- 
out taking final action after a move 
to table the bill was lost by a vote 
of 13 to 20. 

The house late in the day also re- 
ceived a cotton holiday bill which the 
committee on agriculture voted ap- 
proval immediately after adjournment. 
The bill is sponsored by Representa- 
tive Collier, of Madison, and Batche- 
lor. of Putnam, 

The motor yehicle bill passed by the 
senate limits dimensions of cars and 
trucks to 35 feet in length, eight feet 
in width, and 12 feet in height, and 
limits two-wheel trailers to a gross 
weight of 1,600 pounds. 

The salary reduction bill if finally 
enacted will save the state approxi- 
mately $125,000 annually, its sponsors 
estimate. The bill was approved by 
the house by a vote of 138 to ¥. 

The biil was a substitute for an 
original bill by Simmons providing a 
straight 20 per cent cut on all of- 
ficers except those fixed by statute.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Sena- 
tor Walter F. George, of Georgia, 
was selected today by the democratic 
steering committee to be chairman of 
the senate privileges and_ elections 
committee in the new congress con- 
vening in extraordinary session  to- 
morrow.

Green Sees Indiscrimi- 
nate Wage Slashes as 
Root of Evil. 


NEW YORK, March 8.—(P)—Wil- | 
liam Green, president of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor, in an ad-| 
dress before the New York Board of | 
Trade, Inc., asserted today that in-| 
dustry itself is responsible for the | 
nation’s economic predicament, and | 
that industrial management must lead | 
the way out. | 

Industry, said Green, who an-| 


nounced yesterday in Washington that 
labor would demand higher wages if 
prices go up as a result of the present 
banking situation, launched a destruc- 
tive attack upon their own consuming 
market through the enforcement of! 
lower wages and reduced buying | 
power, 

He expressed the opinion that “it | 
would be a fatal mistake for the| 
business and professional interests of | 
the nation to assume that labor will | 
continue to exercise disciplinary con- | 
trol and self-restraint if they are 
forced to suffer indescribable impov- | 
erishment and unspeakable distress 
indefinitely.” 

“For more than three years,” he 
said, “they (labor) have exhibited a 
courage and loyalty which has chal- 
lenged national and community ad- 
miration, 


Labor Impatient. 

“At the present moment they are) 
impatient. They are the real victims 
of unemployment and economic dis- 
tress, They are firmly convinced that 
industrial management and those who 
actually control the financial and in- 


dustrial affairs of the nation have! 
refused to accept the remedies which | 
labor proposed and ‘have failed to deal | 
With a great emergency in a con- | 


structive and practical way. 


Green expressed the opinion that. 
“the behavior of much of industrial | 


management and of the representa-, 
tives of many financial institutions” 
during the last three years “has been | 
most unwise and injurious.’ 

“While those in control of indus- | 
try may contend,” he said, “that low-| 
ered wages reduce costs of produc- | 
tion, they fail to consider that any 
alleged benefit resulting from such 
lowered cost is offset by the further 
limitations placed upon the consum- 
ing market and the further reduction 
imposed upon the purchasing power 
of the people. ... 

' “Tt has been a very costly lesson. 
Many industrial managers are public- | 
ly admitting the mistake made, stat- | 
ing that industry has gone too far | 
in its market-destroying policies.” | 

Declaring that the nation’s consum- | 
ing market in 1932 was $25.020.000.- | 
000 less than it was in 1929, Green 
added : 

“These figures represent facts which | 
cannot be controverted. They show | 
that, if the nation is compelled to 
buy less of manufactured goods, there | 
must be a proportional decline in the | 
sales of manufactured products. 

Answer to Question. 

“Here is the answer to why markets 
were destroyed, why there is a con- 
traction of the nation’s consuming pow- 
er, and why there are silent mills, 
factories and workshops throughout | 
the land... | 

“ . . The present situation calls 
for direct, immediate action. The 
clear call of the moment is to in-| 
dustrial management to make such | 
adjustments and to initiate such poli- 
cies as may be necessary to provide 
employment for idle people and to re- 
turn them to the wage-earning class 
where they may exercise their maxi- 
mum buying power and thus create a 
demand for marketable goods. | 

“The question is, will industrial | 
management face these facts and is it 
resourceful and courageous enough to 
work out a plan and apply the meth- 
ods necessary to achieve results? Have 
we in the United States owners of 
industry who will boldly chart a 
course which industrial management 
may be required to follow in order 
to overcome unemployment ?” 


Commenting on the loans by the 


Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
to the railroads, Green said: 

“There are many people who be- 
lieve these loans will never be re- 
paid and that ultimatelly the rail- 
roads of the country will be govern-

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‘THE MAJORITY SHOULD RULE. 


The use of the county unit plan 
to name the delegates to a State 
convention to consider the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment would 
be subversive of the spirit of the 
state constitution and would make 
it easily possible for the will of a 
majority of the people to be de- 
feated. 

The state constitution specifically 
designates that population must be 
the basis of any vote on a State 
constitutional “change. The same 
principle should be applied to an 
election to ascertain the will of the 
people with regard to proposed 
changes in the federal constitution. 

Under the county unit plan a 
group of 51 counties having a total 
population approximately the same 
as that of Fulion would have 17 
times as mafiy votes in the conven- 
tion as this county. -Relative in- 
justice would be done to the people 
of all the large counties in the state 
—including those of both predomi- 
nantly urban and rural population. 

So unfair would be this method 
of ascertaining the will of the people 
on a constitutional change that in 
the event the unit plan decided the 
election one way and the popular 
vote another, as seems probable, the 
higher federal courts would, no 
doubt, reverse the result. 

Such an election would be viola- 
tive of the fundamental democratic 
principle of rule by majority. Such 
an unfair method of ascertaining 
the will of the people on a con- 
stitutional change would, if the vote 
were against repeal, probably be re- 
versed by the supreme court if the 
popular vote were for repeal. 

The move to clamp the county 
unit plan on the repeal referendum 
is an obvious effort to add to the 
voting strength of those favoring 
the retention of the present prohi- 
bition laws, if not a deliberate at- 
tempt, through unfair methods, to 
defeat the will of the majority of 
the people. 

The general assembly, in consid- 
ering the method to be applied to 
the repeal election, should bear in 
mind the violation to the spirit of 
the state constitution which would 
be involved in the adoption of the 
county unit plan, and the practical 
certainty of a reversal by the higher 
courts of the result should the pop- 
ular vote differ from the county 


unit vote. 

The simplest and fairest method 
of getting action in accordance with 
the will of the majority of the peo- 
ple will be to call a convention, the 
smaller the better, consisting of 
delegates elected, like the presiden- 
tial electors, from the state at large. 

Such a convention would fairly 
and justly represent the will of the 
majority — which almost certainly 
will not be the case in the event 
the county unit plan is used and 
an unequal value be placed on the 
ballots cast in an election of equal 
importance to every citizen of the 
state.

NOT FAR ENOUGH. 

The statement by James H. Per- 
kins, new chairman of the board of 
the National City bank, that “from 
this time on, no executive officer 
of the bank will sit upon the board 
of its security-distributing affiliate, 
and no executive officer of the com- 
pany will sit upon the board of the 
bank,” does not offer sufficient 
guaranty against further indulgence 
by the bank in the unethical activi- 
ties which forced the resignation of 
former Chairman Mitchell. 

Banking is one business and the 
dealing in investment securities is 
another. The two should be ab- 
solutely dissociated, not only as 
regards official administration and 
board membership, but in owner- 
ship control. 

Separate sets of officers and di- 
rectors will make but little differ- 
ence if the bond of joint ownership 
remains. The financial service ren- 
dered by banks ard by stock and 
bond investment companies is of a 
totally different nature, and they 
meet widely separated  require- 
ments. 

When a bank steps out of its 
own field to dabble with the buying 
and selling of securities the way is 
opened, as it was in New York, for 
unscrupulous financiers to indulge 
in activities certain to be harmful 
in the long run both to the bank 
and its customers.

PROMOTION FOR MISS DELL. 

A move has been launched by 
friends of Miss Jessie Dell, out- 
standing Georgia woman who has 
been a member of the federal civil 
service commission for more than 
seven years, to have her named as 
chairman when the commission is 
reorganized by the new administra- 
tion. 

It is a promotion that would be 
a fitting recognition of outstanding 
service in public office. 

Miss Dell has served as the demo- 
cratic member of the commission 
under two republican administra- 
tions, the other two-members be- 
ing republicans. She was one of 
the first women in the country to 
win a high ranking federal office 
and her distinguished and able serv- 
ice has fully justified her appoint- 
ment. 

While she has made a brilliant 
record as a public servant, she has 
been especially noted for her sup- 
port of the principle that where men 
and women are equally fitted for 
public service a woman should not 
be discriminated against because of 
her sex. 

Her long fight for this principle 
was finally crowned with success 
last December when President Hoo- 
ver, as the direct result of her ef- 
forts, issued an executive order 
amending civil service eligibility re- 
quirements and revoking the privi- 
lege under which appointing officers 
in the government could specify the 
sex of eligibles for appointment to 
fill vacancies, 

The promotion of Miss Dell to 
the chairmanship of the commission 
on which she has served so long 
and skillfully would be a merited 
recognition of faithful and efficient 
service. 

This appointment by President 
Roosevelt would not only place in 
an important position a person pre- 
eminently qualified to discharge its 
duties, but would constitute a gra- 
cious act of recognition of an out- 
standing woman of his adopted state 
of Georgia. 

Both from the standpoints of 
earned promotion and the placing 
of the vitally important duties of 
the civil service commission under 
the direction of an official of proven 
ability the appointment of Miss Dell 
would be an ideal one.

A man who writes to inform me 
that the advice in pamphlet on the 
subject of “The Constipation Habit” 
(readers may secure a copy by send- 
ing a dime, a stamped addressed en- 
velope and the name of the pamphlet 
wanted) failed to bring relief in his 
case, and indeed nothing be has tried, 
and he has tried a great many reme- 
dies, diets and methods of treatment. 
has given him any _ relief, except 
privacy. The man goes on to explain 
that when he is alone, with no one 
or nothing to disturb him or hurry 
him or annoy him, he is fine and he 
has no trouble at all. But when 
there are guests in the house or even 
several of his own family—well, then 
he is certain to get all bound up. 

There are hotels in Yankeeland 
where you don’t have to inquire 
whether the room has a bath, or if 
you do the clerk looks pained. But 
then there are a lot of hotels with 
first-class lobby and second and third- 
rate accommodations. From the health 
and comfort viewpoint the house- 
holder should follow the fashion of 
the swanky hotel, and install a bath 
with every bedroom, to provide in- 
dividual shower, water closet, wash 
basin and fountain cuspidor for 
brushing teeth if the individual prac- 
tices that rite. No two-car family can 
plead poverty as an excuse for fol- 
lowing the primitive custom of shar- 
ing the use of such private conven- 
iences.

News That Real Money 
Instead of Scrip Will Be 
Issued Heartening.

NEW YORK, March 8.—(UP)— 
Heartened by news that real money 
instead of scrip will constitute the 
basis of financial comeback, and that 
more than $10,000,000 in cash was 
placed in circulation through pay rolls 
jn the city, New York today experi- 
enced a psychological upturn of well- 
defined proportions. 


Complex as it still seemed, the fi- 


nancial] situation appeared to be 
struggling out of the morass of un- 
certainty toward a restoration of nor- 
mal, or near-normal, activity. 

Of further aid in dispelling the 
feeling of confusion which has pre- 
wailed for four days, was the an- 
nouncement that the federal reserve 
gold backing of the dollar is more 
than sufficient to forestall abandon- 
ment of the gold standard. This back- 
ing is such that another $2,000,000,- 
000 in currency could be issued with- 
out exceeding the limit prescribed by 
Jaw. : ' 

For the man in the street, however. 
the salient development today was re- 
opening of most of the city’s banks for 
the purpose of cashing pay checks, and 
cashing other checks for small amounts 
to take care of food. 

The great trek to the banks was 
Not alone for the purpose of getting 
cash. Hoarded gold and hoarded cur- 
rency began showing up. New segre- 
gated trust accounts were opened. The 
Manufacturers’ Trust Company, the 
Irving Trust Company and other in- 
stitutions reported gold deposits, some 
of it in-the original bags used when 
the yellow metal had been issued from 
the federal reserve bank. Several mil- 
lions in gold reached the federal re- 
serve bank from member banks dur- 
ing the day. 

The movement of cash was far from 
normal. But those thousands depend- 
ent on unemployment relief once again 
were receiving money: the man with 
the pay check was settling his grocery 
bill, and the municipal government 
succeeded in raising sufficient funds 
to meet an $800,000 pay roll tomor- 
row.

Passing a Forcing Bid 


Unquestionably the use of psychic 
bids has added a tremendous thrill 
to Contract for many players. To out- 
guess an opponent at the Bridge table 
is an accomplishment, particularly 
when the opponent happens to be one 
of the world’s ontstanding players. 
To leave one of the worlds ranking 
players short of game after a Forcing 
bid has been made is one of the major 
crimes in the decalogue of almost all 
plavers of the game. 

Raymond Balfe, who plays Bridge 
at Crockford’s Club, New York, is, 
no doubt, one of the most brilliant 
Contract players in the world. His 
use of decesitive tactics has gained 
him the reputation as one of the most 
difficult of all opponents. He is not, 
however, much of a user of complicat- 
ed psychic bids, but occasionally, with 
a fine partner, he likes to open the 
bidding First Hand with a semi-psy- 
chic lead-directing bid. This type of 
psychic bid is considered one of the 
most dangerous, inasmuch as with lit- 
tle honor strength it is entirely pos- 
sible to find a partner with a very 
fine hand.

Balfe was playing with Oswald Ja- | 
coby as a partner. He dealt himself

We thought about the Georgia boy 
who got up and milked the cows, then 
ploughed all morning before pitching 
a double header in the afternoon. We 
told “Sheffy” Hart about this boy 
and he smiled. Apparently he was 
greatly pleased to know that there 
were young pitchers who had ex- 
perienced some of his own trials. 

“Up in my part of the country, 
baseball is played mostly by miners 
and lumbermen; very little encourge- 
ment is given the young boys from 
the towns. Consequently they have a 
pretty tough time ever getting any- 


re, 
IMPORT PITCHERS. 

“For instance the miners will get 
all keyed up over a game with the 
lumbermen and will decide that they 
ought to go and get some fancy pitch- 
ers from the big cities. Well, they go 
and hire these fellows at fancy sal- 
aries when there are boys right there 
in their own towns who can pitch 
just as good if not better if they had 
a chance.” But the miners are hard- 
headed fellows and insist on import- 
ing their pitchers. 

It seems that the miners are pretty 
good sports, too, but they are terribly 
rough sometimes. It is not at all 
uncommon for the umpires up in the 
mining country to strap their artil- 
lery about their waists when they go 
out on the field. And they have been 
known to use it in enforcing the let- 
ter of the baseball law. 

Well, getting back to ‘“Sheffy” 
Hart, he couldn’t find very much 
pitching to do around home on Sat- 
urdays and holidays, so sometimes he 
would go off to other towns in the 
state and pitch for them. Most all of 
them had some kind of ball team. And 
that was when he hitch-hiked 200 
miles, pitched a game on Friday and 
then beat it back to pitch a double- 
header on Saturday, winning all three 


of them. 
CARRY RATIONS. 

Sometimes the boys in the moun- 
tains carry their rations along with 
them when they go away to pitch, 
not knowing exactly when they will 
get back. 

Very few of the pitchers around 
Elkins, W. Va., Hart’s home town, 
ever go away to try out with pro- 
fessional clubs. 

“For some reason they're afraid 
to: they like to stay at home and 
wait for some other boy to take the 
step.” This despite the fact that a 
professional league, the Middle At- 
lantic, is close by.

“LIVERPOOL COTTON 


Stocks and Cotton Continue To Gain Ground 


GUNTINUES 10 GAIN 


NEW YORK, March 8.—(/)—With 
reopening of the cotton futures mar- 
ket here contingent upon re-establish- 
ment of adequate banking facilities, 
uncertainties both as to spot cotton 
values in the south and foreign ex- 
change rates continued today. 

Owing to the increased demand for 
piece goods, a more active inquiry 
for spot cotton and quotations is be- 
ing received from the mills and ef- 
forts are being made to arrive at a 
definite price basis. In some cases 
spot houses are reported to be of- 
fering cotton, basis middling 7-8 landed 
at southern mills at prices ranging 
from about 7 3-4 to 8 cents per pound. 

Meanwhile, some spot business has 
been done with mills on buyers’ call at 
a slight advance in the basis as com- 
pared with last Friday, with prices 
to be fixed after futures markets re- 
open. Taken altogether, however, spot 
men here say only a small amount of 
cotton has changed hands since last 
Friday. 

The Liverpool market showed net 
gains of about 10 to 11 points (20 to 
21 American points) for the day, with 
May closing at 4.79 pence compared 
with 4.63 pence at the close of last 
Friday. 

The Egyptian futures market in 
Alexandria was 56 to 58 points higher 
while the spot quotations for Indian 
cotton in Liverpool was 22 points high- 
= 4.44, The Havre market closed 
4 to 3 francs higher. 

According to reports reaching cot- 
ton men here from Worth street, busi- 
ness in cotton goods continued ex- 
tremely active and it was rumored 
that some cotton commission house eli- 
ents unable to trade in cotton had 
diverted their orders to the goods mar- 
ket. Exports today 9,424, making 
5,852,144 so far this season. Port 
receipts 20,925.

NEW YORK, March 8.—(#)—The 
American Sugar Refining Company to- 
‘day reported 1932 net profit of $4,- 
527,986, equivalent after preferred div- 
_idends to $2.62 a share on the common 
‘stock. This compares with $4,155,- 
031. or $2.23 a share in 1931. 

The increase in net applicable to 
the common stock was largely due to 
savings in interest charges in connec- 
tion with a further redemption of 
bonds. Operating profits amounted 
to $5,349,459 compared with $5,658,- 
987 in 1931. 

Cash on hand was $14,870,944 at 
the end of the year compared with 
$17.003,460 at the close of 1931. 

“The year,” said Earl D. Babst, 
president, in a statement accompany- 
ing the report,” was a difficult one for 
domestic sugar refiners. Fluctuations 
of raw sugar prices, although within a 
narrow range, were more frequent.
